spite her weakness as the result of a 
recent operation Mrs. Johnston fought 
desperately. 
She tore hers« If loose 
from the big hands and cried out. At 
the same time the child screamed. 
The 
cries 
of 
the 
child 
finally 
aroused the neighbors. 


News Spread Rapidly. 
The news spread rapidly and the 
quiet streets soon sounded to the feet 
of men running. 
The police called out 
the vigilants and a half hour after the 
assault was committed armed posses 
of men were on the trail of the flee­ 
ing negro. 
The trail of Mrs. John­ 
ston’s assailant was followed by blood­ 
hounds to a deep ravine near Rut­ 
ledge mining camp three miles from 
Ottumwa, but there lost. 
The mines 
were searched with the help of miners 
but the man had disappeared In a re­ 
markable way. 
While this work was 
going on the crowd around the eitv 
jail continued to grow in size. Threats 
were made freely against the negro 
Junkin and the police became alarm» ■! 
for his safety. 
They took him out of 
the jail by a rear door. 
He was 
placed in an automobile and taken to 
Chillicotbe, ten miles west of the city, 
where ho was put on board a Burling­ 
ton passenger train and taken to Al- 
bia, where he was locked up in the jail. 
With this man out of the way the po­ 
lice began to breath easier, but their 
troubles 
started 
again 
when 
the 
posses b»*gan to bring in suspects cap­ 
tured in the surrounding country. 
Besides the slaying of Clara Ro­ 
sen, whose body was found in an 
abandoned excavation, the mob spirit 
which spread over this city with this 
latest crime, there have been a num­ 
ber of assaults on white women by ne­ 
groes within the past two years which 
contributed towards arousing the peo­ 
ple. 
The first was an attack on Mrs. 
George McBride. 
A negro was tried 
for the attack, but was acquitted. 
Mary Hahoney, the next victim, died 
in a hospital and Oscar Hogan, col­ 
ored, is serving a life term in the 
penitentiary 
for the crime. 
Agnes 
Yates, a telephone operator, was fol­ 
lowed home from work and attacked. 
A negro was charged with the assault, 
| but the jury acquitted him. 
Mrs. J. 
Irwin was attacked by Leroy Edwards, 
a negro, who was convicted and given 
a life sentence. The murder of Clara 
Rosen and the attack upon Mrs. John­ 
ston brought the crimes to a climax.

Ottumwa, la., Feb. 22.—A frenzied 
mob seeking the life of a negro im­ 
prisoned in the city jail resulted in 
this city being placed under practical 
m artial law. 
A mob of men and boys, which in­ 
creased from IOO to more than 1,000, 
gathered around the city jail thirsty 
for vengeance upon an unknown ne­ 
gro who committed a criminal assault 
upon a white woman here. Three 
negroes were taken to the city jail as 
suspects and one to county jail. A 
demonstration was made by the mob 
as the fourth man was brought in, 
but there was no man daring enough 
to lead In the work that the crowd 
wanted to do. John Junkin, a negro 
suspected of the murder of Clara Ro­ 
sen two weeks ago, was taken out of 
town secretly by the police following 
the early manifestation of the mob 
spirit. The recently organized vigi­ 
lance committee is aiding the police, 
who declare that they have the sit­ 
uation in control. Company G of the 
Fifty-fourth regiment of the national 
guard, under command of Captain 
Schamp, is being held in the barracks 
for the call to action. The cause of 
the uprising is the same as that start­ 
ed the Springfield, 111., mob on Its 
murderous pillaging nights of terror 
last summer. 
Mrs. Charles M. John­ 
ston, the invalid wife of an Ottumwa 
traveling man, was In bed with her 
four-year-old child at 3 o’ciook in the 
morning when she awoke to find a ne­ 
gro bending over her. 
Before she could scream for help 
the black man seized her by the 
throat and began to choke her. De­ 
spite her weakness as the result of a 
recent operation Mrs. Johnston* fought 
desperately. 
She tore herself loose 
from the big hands and cried out. At 
the same time the child screamed. 
The 
cries 
of 
the 
child 
finally 
aroused the neighbors. 


News Spread Rapidly. 
The news spread rapidly and the 
quiet streets soon sounded to the feet 
of men running. The police called out 
the vigilants and a half hour after the 
assault was committed armed posses 
of men were on the trail of the flee­ 
ing negro. The trail of Mrs. John­ 
ston’s assailant was followed by blood­ 
hounds to a deep ravine near Rut­ 
ledge mining camp three miles from 
Ottumwa, but there lost. 
The mines 
were searched with the help of miners 
but the man had disappeared in a re­ 
markable way. While this work was 
going on the crowd around the city 
Jail continued to grow in size. Threats 
were made freely against the negro 
Junkin and the police became alarmed 
for his safety. They took him out of 
the jail by a rear door. He was 
placed in an automobile and taken to 
Chillicothe, ten miles west of the city, 
where he was put on board a Burling­ 
ton passenger train and taken to Al­ 
bia, where he was locked up In the jail. 
With this man out of the way the po­ 
lice began to breath easier, but their 
troubles 
started 
again 
when 
the 
posses began to bring in suspects cap­ 
tured in the surrounding country. 
Besides the slaying of Clara Ro­ 
sen, whose body was found in an 
abandoned excavation, the mob spirit 
which spread over this city with this 
latest crime, there have been a num­ 
ber of assaults on white women by ne­ 
groes within the past two years which 
contributed towards arousing the peo­ 
ple. The first was an attack on Mrs. 
George McBride. 
A negro was tried 
for the attack, but was acquitted. 
Mary Hahoney, the next victim, died 
in a hospital and Oscar Hogan, col­ 
ored, is serving a life term in the 
penitentiary for the crime. Agnes 
Yates, a telephone operator, was fol­ 
lowed home from work and attacked. 
A negro was charged with the assault, 
but the Jury acquitted him. 
Mrs. J. 
Irwin was attacked by Leroy Edwards, 
a negro, who was convicted and given 
a life sentence. The murder of Clara 
Rosen and the attack upon Mrs. John­ 
ston brought the crimes to a climax.

The 
distance was 180 feet. He was forty­ 
five years old and married.

INDIAN CHIEF RUNS AMUCK 


Washington, 
Fob. 
22.—President 
Roosevelt has added another stirring 
chapter to the secret service contro­ 
versy in a vigorous and lengthy reply 
to the attacks made on this branch of 
the government in a report made re­ 
cently by Senator Hemenway of the 
senate committee on appropriations. 
Senator Hemenway in his report up­ 
holding the limitation in the scope of 
the secret service, asserted that it 
never had been the intention of con-' 
gress to build up a “spy” system and 
with evident reference to this part of 
the report, the president declared that 
if the limitation of the use of the se­ 
cret service had been In force when 
the sensational land frauds were un­ 
earthed a few years ago, a senator, a 
representative and various men of 
wealth and high political influence, 
who at that time were convicted, 
would all have escaped punishment. 
The president’s letter is addressed to 
acting Chairman Hale of the senate 
appropriations committee. 
Characterizing as ’’inaccurate and 
misleading in various important re­ 
spects,” both Senator Hemenway’s re­ 
port and the debate which it aroused 
in the senate, the president presented 
a mass of facts and figures in defense 
of the secret service during the seven 
years of his administration. 
Some of the president’s data is 
based upon information supplied by 
Attorney General Bonaparte and Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Garfield in sup­ 
port of the efficiency of the secret 
service In the detection of clime.

Wherefore it came about that a few 
wc*ks ago Jim Jeffries went into the 
Los Angeles Athletic club’s gymna­ 
siu m and put on the gloves for the 
first time in four years. 
It was a 
grand event. He did a few days’ ligli 
training just to see if lie was still 
there with the goods and then went 
up to San Francisco and did a week’s 
public sparring with Sara Berger. This 
only made matters more bothersome 
to Jeffries, who found himself com­ 
pelled to turn down vast fortunes or 
go back into the riug. 


Jeff turned down a few and returned 
to Lo* Angeles, 
Rut they wouldn’t 
let him rest. As lie descended from 
ids Pullman at the la>s Angeles depot 
he observed a horde of hungry news­ 
paper men eager to ask him: 
“ Are you going to fight Johnson?” 
Jeffries knew intuitively, as the cub 
reporter would say, what the newspa­ 
per men were going to n-»k hirn. Ho 
didn’t wait to be asked. 
B e simply 
opened his mouth and let forth this 
ultimatum: 
“Say, you fellows can Just tell the 
public that I’m not going to fight JohD- 
lon; that’s all.”

John L. comes forward with an offer 
of $75,000 for n fight between the un­ 
defeated and the Ethiopian.

ters on the several cash registers j 
which ring up the multifarious hunks ) 
of hard money that cross the bar six 
days in the week, for, be it known, not 
even the mighty Jeffries defies the Los 
Angeles law which declares that the 
Sabbath is dry, no matter how mucli 
it rains. 


Chance to Be a Millionaire. 
Jim Jeffries already is pretty well to 
do, thank you. 
But human nature is 
much the same in a pugilist and a 
plutocrat. 
Jim wants more. 
Therein 
lies the key to the possibility of his 
fighting Jack Johnson. 
There wouldn’t be such a very vast 
sum in the mere fight itself, maybe 
only a hundred thousand dollars or 
so, but if Mr. Jim could lay Mr. Jack 
away, thus dissipating the dark cloud 
which now hovers over the world’s 
prize fight ring, to the mad mortifica­ 
tion of many white gentlemen who 
feel that the Caucasian is played out 
when an African is permitted to re­ 
main the greatest man in the world— 
if Mr. Jim could do that service for 
his doting friends and the pride of his 
complexion, then his emoluments in 
the way of theatrical engagements, 
vaudeville stunts, moving picture films, 
and so forth, and so on, would place 
him close to the millionaire class in a 
year or two. 
In fact, Mr. Jeffries already is realiz­ 
ing handsomely on his bare possibility 
of a fight with Mr. Johnson. Only a 
short tim e ago he left his happy home 
to wander up and down this broad 


other man who ever held it, didn’t 
hold It long. 
He surrendered it to 
Tommy Burns in Los Angeles Feb. 23, 
1900, 
though 
not voluntarily. 
Mr. 
Burns put him away in twenty rounds. 
Then loomed up this black cloud 
which now so aggravates the pugilistic 
firmament that said firmament is cor­ 
rugated with anger and with chagrin 
and with humiliation. 
For the first 
time in the history of the squared cir­ 
cle and the stuffed mitt a negro— 
speak it softly, say it sadly—holds the 
world’s championship. Will the world 
stand this? Can the world sit supine 
and let black Jack swagger across its 
bosom as “the best man on earth,” or 
shall the world arise on its dignity, put 
up its “dooks” and uppercut black 
Jack or solar plexify him or right hook 
him until he fades away and leaves 
the sky clear once more? 
That is the question. 
Hp to Jeffries. 
The world wants Jim Jeffries to an­ 
swer it, and it wants Jim to answer 
with one of his leonine “No!” roars. 
Ever since Johnson got the champion­ 
ship the world has been after Jeffries 
to get it back from the blacks to the 
whites. It’s up to Jeffries, there being 
no other man of whom the world is 
sure. That’s the story, set down in 
black and white. 
Jeffries didn’t want to fight. 
He 
didn’t want to emerge from his easy, 
fairly lucrative retirement. But when 
Johnson put Tommy out Jeff was 
obsessed on all sides by an army of 
enthusiasts who put it up to him that 
It was his sworn and sacred duty to 
go after Johnson. There was too much 
Johnson above the horizon. 
Turned Down Vast Fortunes. 
Wherefore It came about that a few 
weeks ago Jim Jeffries went into the 
Los Angeles Athletic club’s gymna­ 
sium and put on the gloves for the 
first time in four years. 
It was a 
grand event. He did a few days’ Ugh 
training just to see if he was still 
there with the goods and then went 
up to San Francisco and did a week’s 
public sparring with Sam Berger. This 
only made matters more bothersome 
to Jeffries, who found himself com­ 
pelled to turn down vast fortunes or 
go back into the ring. 


Jeff turned down a few and returned 
to Los Angeles. 
But they wouldn't 
let him rest. As he descended from 
his Pullman at the 1,0* Angeles depot 
he observed a horde of hungry news­ 
paper men eager to ask him: 
“Arc you going to fight Johnson?” 
Jeffries knew intuitively, as the cub 
reporter would say, what the newspa­ 
per men were going to ask him. He 
didn’t wait to be asked. He simply 
opened his mouth and let forth this 
ultimatum: 
“Say, you fellows can just tell the 
public that I’m not going to fight John­ 
son; that's all.” 
And the retired and undefeated hied 
him to the handsomely fitted private 
office In the rear of his saloon and 
locked himself in. Mr. Jeffries Is truly 
retired and retiring. He is as hard to 
get at by a reporter as the sultan of 
Turkey used to be before Turkey be­ 
came democratic. 
Nevertheless during the days Inter­ 
vening between his return home and 
his start on the present theatrical en­ 
gagement he let fall In perilous hear­ 
ing several choice remarks bearing 
upon the serious situation that con­ 
fronts the pugilistic universe: 
“Do you reckon I’m going to fight a 
coon? Well, not me. Huh!” 
“Soy, I can’t let that black face 
cavort around the earth as the best 
man in the world. It’s a shame. Some­ 
thing’s got to be done about it; that's 
all.” 
“I’m not saying whether I will or 
not. Oh, yes; I can get into shape, all 
right.” 
“Fight again? 
Mc? Never in the 
world.” 
All of which, taken together and ana­ 
lyzed, may mean something or some­ 
thing else. As before mentioned, take 
your choice. 
One of Jeffries’ closest intimates in 
Los Angeles, a sporting editor, who is 
about the only man in the profession 
who can beard the lion in his d e n - 
back of the saloon—without breaking 
the lock, declares that Jeffries will not 
fight Johnson. 
How He Took a Big Offer. 
Apparently nobody knows but Jef­ 
fries and perhaps not even he. 
Yet when an offer came to him for a 
twenty 
round 
fight with Johnson, 
$125,000 in cold cash guaranteed by a 
Seattle bank, Jim said: 
“Tell them I’ll consider it.” 
But after “considering it” half a 
minute he added: 
“No; don’t tell them that or they’ll 
believe that I’m thinking of fighting 
again. That’s a mighty big offer, and 
them Seattle people are entitled to an 
answer of some kind. Let’s let It rest 
for a couple of days.” 
Jeffries Is thirty-three years old. He 
weighs 250 pounds. When he got home 
from San Francisco his vest hung 
loosely over his stomach, showing th at 
his work had reduced his undesirable 
avoirdupois. He is said to look better 
than for three years past. Can he get 
in shape to fight Johnson and win? 
Views of Former Pugilistic Stars. 
John L. Sullivan, who wa* World’s 
champion for a dozen years away back 
somewhere In the past century, says 
he doesn’t believe Jeff can get in prop­ 
er shape for Johnson. 
Nevertheless 
John L. comes forward with an offer 
of $75,000 for a fight between the un­ 
defeated and the Ethiopian. John says 
he hopes he’s mistaken as to Jim’s in­ 
ability to make ring shape, hopes Jim 
will be better than he ever was and 
doesn’t see any reason why he (John 
L.) shouldn’t become a prizefight pro­ 
moter, no m atter who might win, In 
the event of a Jeffrles-Johnson fight. 
James J. Corbett, who defeated Sul­ 
livan and was defeated himself by 
Fitzsimmons and then by Jeffries after 
Jeff bud put Fitz away, remarks: 
“I’m still of the opinion that big Jim 
never will enter the ring again, but 
from that theatrical engagement map­ 
ped out I should say It looks as if he 
means to come back.” 
Meanwhile Jack Johnson is doing 
some lucrative theatrical bookings in 
Tarts and London, where the color 
line is not drawn so tightly as in 
America. 
Jeffries won the heavyweight title at 
Coney Island Jan. 14, 1899, by knock­ 
ing out Bob Fitzsimmons in eleven 
rounds.

FACE TO FACE WITH GRANT. 


Most Inspiring Sight When tho Great 
Emancipator Met the Victorious Gen­ 
eral—Dramatic 
Incident at a Me­ 
morial 
Dinner—Civil War Officer’s 
Hazardous Military Commission. 


I Ionia pe paid lo the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln, the m artyred presi­ 
dent, on tile one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of his birth, which has recently 
been celebrated, showed a laudable 
rivalry among many of a reunited 
country’s most famous men to honor 
the great emancipator. 
Besides the ceremonies at Hodgen­ 
ville, Ky., dedicating the old log cabin 
where Lincoln first Haw the light, ftiere 
were imiiosing celebrations In alm ost 
every city in the I ’n! ted States, as well 
as In Europe. 
Many personal recollections of Lin­ 
coln were told by prom inent men who 
spoke at the celebrations. 
Joseph IL 
Choate, form er am bassador of the 
United States and chairm an of tho 
committee that organized New York’s 
official celebration 
held 
in 
Cooper 
Union, who was present when Lincoln 
spoke at Cooper Union, gave a graphic 
picture of the tall, gaunt form of the 
westerner, whose debates with Doug­ 
las had spread Ii is fame to tho east. 
“Forty-nine years ago,” he said, “also 
in Hie month of February, Lincoln ad­ 
dressed from this platform just sir Ii 
an audience as this. 
That was three 
months before his nomination by the 
Republicans, followed in November by 
his election.” 
Mr. Choate declared 
that the impression made on iii-! mind 
by that occasion could never be ef­ 
faced. 
“Lincoln was one of the plain people 
he so loved to address. 
At first sight 
there was nothing Imposing about him. 
nothing, indeed, but his towering form. 
Ills face was dark and pale, without 
a tinge of color or anything In It to 
indicate the brain power which the 
man possessed. His clothes hung loose­ 
ly from his ungainly figure, and he be­ 
gan bis speech like a young man em­ 
barrassed in his first effort.” 
Mr. Choate also gave an interesting 
word picture of the audience. 
‘‘In Cooper Union,” he said, “were 
assembled all the learned people of the 
city, editors, doctors, lawyers, mer­ 
chants—critics all. But,” Mr. Choate 
continued, “a change soon came over 
both audience and speaker when once 
Lincoln had uttered the first sentences 
of his address. 
Lincoln’s form was 
transfigured, his face lighted up as if 
to shed radiance upon all in the room, 
and for more than an hour the ungain­ 
ly w esterner held his audience in the 
hollow of his hand.

“Five years later, alas,” continued 
Mr. Choate, "we saw him again in this 
city in his coffin.”

Mobs Attack Greeks and De­ 
stroy Buildings. 


KILLING OF A POUGE OFFICER 


Responsible for Raid on the Greek 
Quarter That Results in Murderous 
Assault, Incendiarism and Pillage. 
By Heroic Work the Police Prevent 
Actual Loss of Life—Worst of the 
Affair Probably Over. 


Omaha, Feb. 22.—From mid-after­ 
noon until far into the night South 
Omaha, this city’s big suburb, was the 
of rioting, murderous assault 
and pillage. 
More that thirty build­ 
ings were destroyed, burned, or badly 
damaged, and probably a score of per­ 
sons injured, half that number serious­ 
ly. 
By heroic work tho police pre­ 
vented actual loss of life and at mid­ 
night it was the generally expressed 
opinion that the worst of the affair 
was over. 
The immediate cause of the trouble 
was the killing on Friday night of 
Policeman Edward Lowery by John 
Masuredes, a Greek, whom the officer 
had placed under arrest. 
Masuredes 
was brought to the Douglas county 
jail here at once and for fear an at­ 
tempt might be made to lynch him, he 
was taken Saturday afternoon to Lin­ 
coln and placed in the penitentiary to 
await his preliminary hearing. 
On Saturday a petition was circu­ 
lated in South Omaha and signed by 
hundreds of citizens setting forth that 
a large number of Greek residents of 
the place were of the undesirable 
class and calling a mass meeting at 
•• -The dispatch Is ready 
Don t let j 
Sunday afternoon to 
it fall Into rebel hands. 
Good night, 
sir!’ he said as I received it.

Governor Shallenberger was con­ 
sulted and expressed a willingness to 
call out the troops if necessary. 
Fifteen arrests were m ade in con­ 
nection with the riots. 
Two boys were shot and at least 
eight persons injured by heavy mis­ 
siles which the crowd used as wea­ 
pons and not less than thirty build­ 
ings were partially demolished. 
The 
Injured boys are Frank Sweeney and 
Joseph Gamble, each about fifteen 
years old, who received part of the 
contents of a shotgun fired into the 
crowd by the maddened Greeks.

Dr. Franklin himself in one of the 
last numbers of the almanac gathered 
together all the best sayings of Poor 
Richard, which for twenty-five years 
had amused and edified the country. 
These sayings are in constant use at 
this day. 
For example, “Early to bed 
and early to rise makes a man healthy, 
wealthy and wise;” “Drive thy busi­ 
ness—let it not drive thee;” “Help 
hands, for I have no lands;” “No gains 
without pains;” “Constant dropping 
wears away stones;” “Three removes 
are as bad as a fire;” “Ile that by the 
plow would thrive must himself el 
tiler hold or drive;” “A fat kitchen 
makes a lean will;” “Experience keeps 
a dear school, bpt fools will learn in 
no other.” 
It was such homely max­ 
ims as these inserted in all the little 
gaps of the almanac that made it so 
popular. 
Franklin said he sometimes 
sold 10,000 copies in a year, a wonder­ 
ful sale for that day. The first number 
of Poor Richard’s Almanac appeared 
In 1732. 


ROOSEVELT’S NEPHEW DEAD 


Falls From a Window of a Dormi­ 
tory. 
Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 22.—Stew art 
Douglas Robinson, nineteen years old. 
a nephew of President Roosevelt and 
a sophomore of H arw ard college, fell 
from a six-story window of Hampton 
Hall, a dorm itory on M assachusetts 
avenue, and was killed.

It is understood that shortly after 
their arrival young Robinson stumbled 
and fell In crossing the room and 
struck heavily on his forehead, receiv­ 
ing a painful injury. 
His friends say

sponse to his request for more air, 
went aw’ay, leaving him apparently 
asleep. 
It is believed that after his friends 
left him Stew art, feeling ill, got out 
of bed and walked tow ard the window 
to open it wider.
